The check s bein g cashed by 
this n o w u n iden tified man were 
sto len fro m a Chicago firm sev ­ 
eral mo n ths ago . 
Sterlin g Po lice an d State o ffi­ 
cials hav e been wo rk in g o n the 
case sin ce May 6, when the check 
was cashed in Sterlin g, bu t will 
hav e to wait fo r sev eral o ther 
co u n ties an d cities to seiwe their 
warran ts o n the man befo re they 
will be able to serv e their war­ 
ran t.

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Nix o n’s Ca ll To 
Arm Ag a inst Crime

If the J ustice Department and the adminis­ 
tratio n were to fo llo w their natural bent, the na­ 
tio n wo uld rail a halt o n law enfo rcement until 
all the o ffenders had a chance to v isit a psy ­ 
chiatrist. Atty . (;<» n. Ramsey Clark, fo r ex ample, 
wants us to “ understand" the criminal, hut under­ 
standing co mes hard fo r the man who has just 
been beaten and ro bbed, fo r the 
wo man afraid to walk do wn the 
street at night, fo r the business 
man who feels the heav y bo o t 
o f the o rgani/id rackets o n his 
neck, fo r the blue-co llar wo rker 
who is v ictimized by the lo an 
shark and the gambling sy ndi­ 
cate. 
There is ano ther way to pre­ 
v ent the takeo v er o f this co nn- 
Do To ledano 
trv by o rganized and uno rganized lawless elements 
— to fight them. This is co nsidered brutal and 
reactio nary , but it’s the way lhal has wo rked and 
will wo rk again if giv en a chance. 
One o f the weapo ns at hand is to be fo und in 
the electro nic arsenal o f this techno lo gical age. 
Fo rmer Vice President Nix o n lias no ted that “ o r­ 
ganized crime is a secret so ciety . Ilv deny ing to 
state and fisieral law enfo rcement agencies the 
(mils to penetrate that secrecy ” — wiretaps and 
electro nic surv eillance — “ The President ami the 
atto rney general are unwittingly guaranteeing the 
leaders o f o rganized crime a priv ileged sanctuary 
fro m which to p ro ceed with the sy stematic co r­ 
ruptio n o f American life." 
Mr. Nix o n is no t a specialist in crime, tho ugh 
he is a lawy er o f co nsiderable merit. But New 
Yo rk’s Dist. Attny ., Frank Ho gan, has an env iable 
reputatio n as an ex pert in this field. Wiretapping, 
he has said, is "the single im» st v aluable weapo n 
in 
law 
enfo rcement’s 
fight 
against 
o rganized 
crime." Witho ut it, he stresses, he wo uld nev er 
hav e been able to co nv ict the who le terrify ing 
galax y o f gangland leaders he has put behind bars. 
The J udicial Co nference, made up o f the to p fed­ 
eral judges ami headed by Chief J ustice Earl 
Barren, has a p p ro v ed legislatio n to allo w wire­ 
tapping in o rganized criminal rases, but the ad­ 
ministratio n co ntinues to fight it. 


In his po sitio n paper o n crime, Mr. Nix o n has 
go ne bey o nd a plea fo r energetic and dedicated 
law enfo rcement in this co untry . He lo o ks fo rward 
to a sy stematic pro gram that will plug the leaks 
in o ur enfo rcement dike. The first line o f defense 
is the po lice — and to day two -thirds o f the co m­ 
munity po lice fo rces in the co untry are under- 
manned. “ Ibis y ear." Mr. Nix o n say s, “ there will 
he 5 0.000 v acancies fo r po lice o fficers in the United 
Slates." Iho se v acancies are a direct cause o f the 
rising crime rale. When the New Yo rk subway s 
were terro rized by juv enile ho o dlums, 8 00 transit 
o fficers o n ev ening duty patro lling the trains re- 
duced the incidence o f crime and v io lence by BO 
per cent. 
But to fill tho se v acancies, the mo rale o f the 
po lice must he raised and they must be |wid a de­ 
cent salary . Mr. Nix o n remarks, in his po sitio n 
paper, that “ fro m 1839 to 19BB, while the real in­ 
co me o f manufacturing emplo y es in New Yo rk 
increased o n the av erage o f 100 per cent, that o f 
New Yo rk City patro lmen increased by 20 per cent." 
In that time, to o , the po liceman’s po sitio n in the 
co mmunity has — under assault by leftist 
him! civ il 
rights ex tremists — declined tragically . 
Oil a bro ader scale, there is a need fo r legis­ 
latio n to make it illegal to inv est in legitimate 
business “ mo ney which has been gathered fro m 
illegal racket activ ities o r mo ney that lias no t 
been rejHuted fo r ineo o me tax purpo se« ." This 
wo uld put the ex pert fo rces o f the Internal Rev ­ 
enue Serv ice in the war against crime. It wo uld 
also help sto p the present dangero us mo v ement o f 
racketeers ami racket mo ney into banks ami o ther 
o nce-respect able businesses. 
Shipments o f narco tics into the United Slates 
co uld he drastically reduced if the Custo ms Serv ­ 
ice were beefed up. In the last 10 y ears, the num­ 
ber o f custo ms o fficials has increased 4 per cent, 
the number o f peo ple 5 0 per cent, the number o f 
aircraft 10ft per cent. The bo rders, therefo re, hav e 
beco me no barrier to drug smugglers. 
These are hut a few o f the suggestio ns In Mr. 
Nix o n’s tho ughtful ami tho ught-pro v o king po sitio n 
paper o n crime. It sho uld be refpiired reading fo r 
ev ery v o ter — o r. better still, fo r the President 
and his Atto rney General.

Much flows south, primarily 
on routes that hug the border 
between Thailand and Laos or 
Cambodia until it gets to the 
sea. 
In any event, whether from 
Communist China, North Viet­ 
nam or the sea off Cambodia 
and Thailand, ships carry the 
opium, or heroin, to the waters 
off Hong Kong, where it is 
dropped into the sea attached 
to a marking buoy . 
“ Fishing” boats stationed at 
Hong Kong put out at night for 
their catch and pick up the m a­ 
terial on the way in or out. 
Though the hill country farm­ 
er may sell his opium for less 
than 35 cents an ounce, the 
price hits $50 or more in Hong 
Kong — or $125 an ounce for 
heroin, an opium derivative. By 
the time it reaches Kobe, the 
heroin may go for $4,000 an 
ounce. U.S. and Canadian prices 
are higher. 
3—Numbers of Chinese and 
other merchants who manage 
the local Lao, Thai and South 
Vietnam trade in opium and 
who handle shipments to the sea 
designated for Hong Kong, Sin­ 
gapore and on out. are known to 
be heavy contributors to the 
Communists.
